Merriam-Webster’s gets 
more than 100 new words

Is it acceptable to serve edamame to a dinner guest 
who’s apescatarian? 

Should you pour prosecco or soju for the winner 
of the Texas Hold ’em game you’re planning near the 
infinity pool? 

Before your next party go ahead and consult 
the latest edition of Merriam-Webster’s Collegiate 
Dictionary which now includes edamame (immature 
green soybeans), pescatarian (a vegetarian who eats fish) 
and about ioo other newly added words that have taken 
root in the American lexicon. 

The wordsmiths at the Springfield, Mass.-based 
dictionary publisher say they picked the new entries 
after monitoring their use over years. 

“As soon as we see the word used without explanation 
or translation or gloss, we consider it a naturalized 
citizen of the English language,” said Peter Sokolowski, 
an editor-at-large for Merriam-Webster. “If somebody 
is using it to convey a specific idea and that idea is 
successfully conveyed in that word, it’s ready to go in 
the dictionary” 

Many of the new entries reflect the nation’s growing 
interest in the culinary arts, including prosecco (a 
sparkling Italian wine) and soju (a Korean vodka distilled 
from rice). Others define new technology or products, 
such as infinity pool— an outdoor pool designed to 
make water appear to flow into the horizon. 

And then there’s “mondegreen.” In a category of its 
own, it describes words mistaken for other words. A 
mondegreen most often comes from misunderstood 
phrases or lyrics. It comes from an old Scottish ballad 
in which the lyric “laid him on the green” has been 
confused over time with “Lady Mondegreen.” 

An example: “There’s a bathroom on the right” in 
place of Creedence Clearwater Revival’s “There’s a bad 
moon on the rise.”

» Jukebox musical (1993): musical that features popular 
songs from the past. 

» Mental health day (1971): day that an employee takes off 
from work to relieve stress or renew vitality. 

» Supercross (1983): motorcycle race held in a stadium on a 
dirt track having hairpin turns and high jumps. 

» Webinar (1998): live, online educational presentation during 
which participating viewers can submit questions and comments.

NBC keeping close eye on Olympic viewers

NBC is using the Olympics as a “billion-dol- 
lar research lab” to get a sense of how people 
are using different media platforms to experi- 
ence the Beijing Games that begin Aug. 8. 

Besides giving advertisers a clearer picture of 
how much consumers are paying attention to 
the games, NBC hopes its research provides a 
comprehensive picture of how people are sup- 
plementing TV viewership with tools such as 
video streaming, video on demand and mobile 
phones, said Alan Wurtzel, the company’s 
research chief. 

NBC has scheduled 3,600 hours of Olympics 
programming on its main network, along with 
Telemundo, USA, Oxygen, MSNBC, CNBC 


and Bravo. That’s the equivalent of eight days 
of programming packed into each day 

In addition, the company is planning 
to make 2,200 hours of streaming video 
available on nbcolympics.com. Consumers 
may also get video on demand via their 
computer and Olympics content through 
their mobile phones. 

With the help of outside companies and 
its own research staff, NBC is using about 10 
methods for measuring the audience. 

NBC has contracted with Quantcast Corp. 
to get a sense of who is using nbcolympics.com. 
Besides video streaming, computer users are 
being offered reams of Olympics data, blog- 
ging of live events and gaming. 


SURVEY TIME 

NBC is conducting an online survey of 
500 consumers each day, a total of 8,500 
throughout the 17-day games, to ask 
detailed questions about how much they 
are using different media platforms. 


NBC also will be working with another com- 
pany, Integrated Media Measurement Inc., 
that will distribute special cell phones to con- 
sumers. They will measure, through a signal 
included in Olympics audio, how much people 
are exposed to Olympics programming when 
they aren’t at home.

Any music works except 
for heavy metal, which has actually been 
shown to produce more stress.

After Chris Noble injured his back 
two years ago helping to unload a freight 
truck at the electronics store where he 
worked, the former college track ath- 
lete suffered docked wages, chronic back 
pain— and overwhelming stress. 

Earning two-thirds his former salary 
through workman’s compensation checks 
that didn’t always come when they were 
supposed to, the Arlington 
Heights man felt the crush 
of the bleak economy With 
a wife and two kids his cut 
wages were “just enough to 
buy groceries on sale.” His 
prospects for finding a new 
job seemed dim. 

As the stress mounted, 

Noble said he found him- 
self quick to snap, speaking louder and 
behaving more hostile than normal. He 
had trouble sleeping. He got headaches. 

“I realized, ‘If I don’t do something, 
I’m going to go postal,’ ” Noble, now 34, 
said. “It wasn’t healthy for me, it wasn’t 
healthy for my relationships.” 

With home values plunging, gas and 
food prices surging and layoffs straining 
an already tight job market, people are 
feeling as stressed as their wallets. 

Seventy-five percent of Americans say 
they are stressed about money, accord- 
ing to a poll conducted in April by the 
American Psychological Association. Fif- 
ty-six percent of respondents said they’re 
stressed about housing costs, and 48 per- 
cent about job stability 

Clinical psychologist Nancy Moli- 
tor said she has had an influx of patients 
coming to her with financial worries. 

“I’ve never seen this much broad-based 
reaction to a stressful situation,” said 
Molitor, who has a practice in Wilmette. 
“This is affecting people on an ongoing 
basis, and when it becomes a chronic sit- 
uation it has much more pervasive and 
long-term effects.” 


Debt stress is 14 percent higher this 
year than it was in 2004, according to an 
Associated Press-AOL poll released in 
June, and people say it is affecting their 
health. 

Among people who reported high debt 
stress, 27 percent reported digestive tract 
problems, 44 percent reported headaches 
and 51 percent reported muscle tension, 
according to The Associated Press. People 
with low debt stress were far less likely to 
report those symptoms. 

If stress goes unchecked, 
it can be dangerous. 

Stress, which tends to 
come when one feels out of 
control, causes the muscles 
to tense up, arteries to con- 
strict and the hormone cor- 
tisol to be released in the 
body. When you produce 
a lot of cortisol for long periods of time, 
your body, like a car going 85 mph, goes 
on overdrive and gets exhausted, said 
Kathleen Hall, founder and CEO of The 
Stress Institute in Atlanta. 

Prolonged stress is a risk factor in a 
host of illnesses, including heart dis- 
ease, high blood pressure and diabetes. It 
can exacerbate asthma, gastrointestinal 
problems, headaches and allergies, Moli- 
tor said. Some studies show it could be a 
predictor of Alzheimer’s. 

Worried his stress was getting the best 
of him, Noble turned to The Stress Relief 
Center in Northbrook. 

Howard Weissman, the center’s found- 
er and a clinical psychologist, uses alter- 
native medicine techniques— breathing, 
meditation, the unblocking of chis and 
repairing of leaking chakras — to identify 
stressors people may not even be aware 
they have. 

“I teach them to go within themselves 
and use the powers in their own mind to 
quiet the thoughts and transform it into 
energy that moves them in a new direc- 
tion,” Weissman said. 

Noble, who has been seeing Weissman

UNDER PRESSURE 

The sour economy is adding pres- 
sure to an already stressed-out town. 
Chicago ranked No. 6 this year on a 
list of most stressful metropolitan cit- 
ies— beating even New York— based 
on factors such as unemployment 
rates, commuting time and air pollu- 
tion, according to BizJournals, which 
did the ranking. O'Hare was declared 
the most stressful airport this year in 
U.S. News and World Report's Airport 
Misery Index, which took into consid- 
eration the number of delayed flights 
and occupied seats on planes.

Taking control of the stress is key to 
combating it, Weissman said. 

“If you don’t do anything, it’ll always 
get worse,” he said. “It’s the inaction that 
creates the stress.”

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2 Laugh. Laughing literally loosens you 
up. Stress reduces the diameter of 
your arteries by 35 percent; laughing 
increases artery diameter by 22 percent, 
lowering blood pressure. 


3 Tell yourself how awesome you are. 

Memorize a short affirmation— “I am 
strong,” for example— and repeat it to 
yourself a few minutes every day. Research 
has shown that people who repeat affirma- 
tions to themselves have lower cortisol lev- 
els than those who don't. 


4 Exercise. Experts 
recommend at least 
30 minutes of exer- 
cise every other day 
for stress reduction. If 
you’re at work and think 
you might snap before 
getting to the gym, walk 
up and down the stairs, 
or try deskercises to 
relieve the tension. The 
University of California 
lists some good ones at 
uclivingwell.ucop.edu/ 
deskercise. 
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16 WAYS TO BEAT STRESS 

It’s common for the frazzled to seek comfort in a stiff drink, a cigarette or a pile of junk food. But after 
the immediate gratification, too much of any of those vices can actually increase stress, studies show. 
Psychologists Howard Weissman and Nancy Molitor; Stress Institute CEO Kathleen Hall; and life 
coach Ruth Klein, a.k.a. “The De-Stress Diva,” suggest healthier ways to reduce stress. [ a.e.r. ] 



I A Find your pressure points. If you 

I ^ have a headache on the left side of 
I w your head, apply pressure to the web 
between your thumb and forefinger on your 
right hand. Don’t squeeze; just push in. If 
the headache is on the right side of your 
head, apply pressure to your left hand. 


5 Fill up on omega-3 fatty acids. Found 
in white fish, fish oil and canola oil, 
among other foods, omega-3 fatty 
acids are important in neuron membrane 
development and have been shown to 
benefit people with depression, cardio- 
vascular disease and other illnesses. 
They can be taken as supplements. 


Perform a mini meditation. For one to 

three minutes, close your eyes— or if 
you can’t close them because you’re 
at work or driving, focus your eyes on some- 
thing— then take several deep diaphragmat- 
ic breaths, and repeat an affirmation with 
each deep breath. You also can do this with 
a string of beads, breathing and affirming as 
you touch each bead. 


7 Have a meal with a good friend at 
least once a week. When we sit 
across from someone we know, 
our bodies produce oxytocin, which is a 
calming hormone. 


6 Eat breakfast every day. 

Make sure every break- 
fast contains some protein, 
which helps sustain energy. 


I J Inhale lavender. 

! Research has shown 
I m that lavender calms and 
soothes people’s moods and 
can help insomnia and anxiety. 
Boil lavender oil in water, inhal- 
ing the steam for aromather- 
apy. It also comes as massage 
oils, lotions and candles.

8 Eat foods rich in vitamin B6, 

which increases the release of 
the calming brain chemical serotonin. 
B6 is found in bananas, turkey, tuna and 
sweet potatoes, among other foods. 


Drink chamomile tea. Chamomile has 
been shown to act as a mild sleep aid, 
digestive aid and anti-inflammatory. 


I W Knit. Knitting has become a trendy 
I way to de-stress in recent years, 
IU with more than one in three Amer- 
ican women saying they knit or crochet, 
a 51 percent increase from 10 years ago, 
according to the Craft Yarn Council of 
America. Knitting has been found to 
reduce heart rates by II beats per min- 
ute and lower blood pressure, according 
to a study from Harvard Medical School 
Mind/Body Institute. 


Breathe. This is an important one. 
When you’re stressed, your breaths 
become quick and shallow, limiting 
oxygen to your brain and making you feel 
foggy. Breathing deeply has been shown 
to clear your head and lower 
blood pressure. 


Soak your feet in water with Epsom 
salt. Epsom salt can be absorbed 
through the skin to increase levels of 
magnesium and sulfates in the body. Raising 
magnesium levels is believed to help reduce 
stress, improve circulation, lower blood pres- 
sure and flush toxins out of the body. 


Make a checklist of all the behav- 
ior changes you plan to make to 
reduce stress. For example, write 
down that you will do 20 sit-ups every 
morning, have lunch away from your 
desk, call a friend to meet up for dinner, 
find a financial planner, etc.— and then 
check off the items as you do them.

As Americans down energy drinks to 
keep them peppy a new beverage aims 
to help people relax. 

Drank, launched by Houston-based 
Innovative Beverage Group in Janu- 
ary, bills itself as an 
“anti-energy” drink. 

The grape-flavored 
soda contains vale- 
rian root (a natural 
sedative), rose hips 
(high in Vitamin C 
and used to treat 
nervousness) and 
melatonin (the hor- 
mone that tells your 
body it’s time to 
sleep). 

Inspired by the 
“slow, smooth style” 
of the hip-hop com- 
munity, Drank claims 
to “slow your roll.” 

After drinking a 
third of a 1 6 -ounce 
can of the purple 
concoction recently, 
my roll was definite- 
ly slowed. 

My eyelids grew 
heavy; my thinking 
felt sluggish. This 
is not a beverage to 
drink on any empty 
stomach as soon as you get to work in 
the morning. 

I drank a large coffee to get myself 
out of La-La Land, and even then I 
felt an unusually strong urge to curl 
up and nap. 

Company spokesman Kenny David- 
son said he sometimes drinks a Drank 
before bed to help him sleep through 
the night. There are no side effects, 
he said, though the can warns that the 
beverage can cause drowsiness. 

To Stress Institute CEO Kathleen 
Hall, who had not heard of Drank 
before I told her about it, such prod- 
ucts are not a good de-stress solution. 

“You are relying on something out- 
side your body,” Hall said. “ You need to 
think of {stress management] as a long- 
term strategy” 

Drank is now available in 37 cities 
in Texas, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Nevada. The company hopes to bring 
Drank to Chicago this summer, David- 
son said.

Fewer speeding 
tickets, but the 
same old rules

‘They lost a good cop’

Q: I read in the T ribune that the 45-mph 
construction zone speed limit is in effect 
at all times, regardless of the presence 
of workers. I tried this out on the Reagan 
Memorial Tollway (Interstate Highway 88). 
Plain and simply, I was the only person driv- 
ing 45 mph. What is the truth, please, and 
is it your perception that the average driver 
has no understanding whatsoever about 
construction zone speed limits?

A: There has been a whopping 34 per- 
cent decline this year in the number of 
speeding tickets that state troopers have 
issued on Chicago-area expressways 
(from 4,938 to 3,275), according to new 
data Getting Around obtained from the 
Illinois State Police. 

The sharp drop-off in citations, 
prompted by fewer troopers working 
speed-enforcement details, has likely 
boosted the perception among lead- 
footed drivers that the chances of getting 
caught are slimmer than ever. 

Illinois law clearly states the 45-mph 
zone is for the duration of a project— 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. The rea- 
son is that in many cases, lanes have 
been temporarily narrowed, traffic con- 
figurations change and construction 
equipment is working or parked nearby, 
according to the Illinois Department of 
Transportation. 

Q: I drive on 1-294 every day from 127th 
Street to Ogden Avenue and I noticed in the 
construction zone they put up some type of 
solar towers spaced about a mile apart. Are 
they there to help catch speeding drivers? 
-TOM MARX, BENSENVILLE 

A: The towers are indeed radar devices, 
but they aren’t being used to nab speeders, 
according to the Illinois State Toll High- 
way Authority. Rather, the equipment is 
part of the tollway’s remote traffic moni- 
toring system, which is used to generate 
travel time information, said toll authority 
spokeswoman Joelle McGinnis. 

The technology uses sensors to enhance 
the tollway’s ability to detect accidents 
and clear disabled vehicles off the road 
quickly, she said.

In the sweltering heat of a July after- 
noon, they lined up Sunday outside a 
funeral home on the Northwest Side in 
dress uniforms and flak vests, in short- 
sleeve patrol shirts and dark suits. 

Arriving in squad cars and unmarked 
vehicles, some of the police officers took 
a break from their duties on the street to 
pay respects to a fallen colleague, Rich- 
ard Francis, 60, who was shot and killed 
on the job early Wednesday morning. 

If officers acknowledged that he 
wouldn’t be the last police officer killed 
in the line of duty, then they and oth- 
ers seemed quietly determined that he 
wouldn’t be forgotten. 

Hundreds of men and women in blue 
from Chicago and suburban depart- 
ments, as well as civilians and firefight- 
ers, stood for more than an hour out- 
side Cooney Funeral Home on Irving 
Park Road before the slowly moving line 
wended inside for Francis’ wake. One vol- 
unteer said that many officers refused 
bottles of water as they waited, talking 
quietly and sharing stories about the vet-

eran cop nicknamed “Buzz.” Francis was 
approaching retirement when, police 
say, he was shot to death by a 45-year-old 
woman with his own revolver. 

Among those in attendance was Offi- 
cer Tom Tinsman, 62, who works in a 
gang unit on the South Side. 

“He was a good cop,” said Tinsman, even 
though he never met Francis. “If he wasn’t, 
he wouldn’t be dead. He responded to that 
call, and he responded by himself.” 

“The citizens, they’re the ones who are 
going to suffer,” he added. “They lost a 
good cop.” 

Francis, a 27-year veteran of the depart- 
ment, was on a seemingly routine assign- 
ment, and on patrol alone, when he was 
shot and killed in a struggle with a wom- 
an who had caused a disturbance with a 


CTAbus passenger less than a block from 
his Belmont District police station, offi- 
cials have said. 

Robin Johnson was charged with one 
count of first-degree murder of a police 
officer, four counts of attempted murder 
of a police officer and one count of dis- 
arming an officer, according to the Cook 
County state’s attorney’s office. Several 
members of the woman’s family said she 
has suffered from seizures for about sev- 
en or eight years, and they described her 
as a peaceful woman who becomes vio- 
lent only after one of her episodes. 

She was hospitalized in stable condi- 
tion Friday after being shot by respond- 
ing officers early Wednesday. Her condi- 
tion Sunday was not available. 

Mitch Masalski, who was a Chicago 
police officer for 35 years, said he worked 
for a time with Francis when they were 
both in the 18th District. 

As he emerged from his friend’s wake, 
he said it was good to see so many civil- 
ians paying respects. “If you’re going to 
give your life, it’s nice to know people 
support you,” he said.

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Taste of Chicago attendance exceeds 3.5 million 


The Taste of Chicago wrapped up its 
27th run Sunday, a io-day party marked by 
steady attendance and multiple shootings, 
which prompted police to swarm Grant 
Park and use new high-tech surveillance 
equipment to monitor the event. 

The festival drew 3,560,000 people, 
city officials said, a figure that pleased 
organizers who earlier wondered how 
soaring fuel prices and the sagging 
economy would affect this year’s crowds. 


“We heard a lot about people staying 
put,” said Cindy Gatziolis, spokeswoman 
for the Mayor’s Office of Special Events. 
“But suburbia is filled with a bunch of 
people who want to vacation in Chicago. 
... People make apian, and this is an annual 
tradition for a lot of families.” 

Gatziolis said festival-goers also did not 
seem deterred by reports of violence near 
the event, noting that Saturday and Sunday 
were among the festival’s busiest days. 


“I believe Taste is safe,” Gatziolis said, 
noting that visitors agreed based on “the 
crowd we saw over the last few days.” 

Five people were shot— one fatally— 
over the 4th of July weekend near the 
lakefront festival grounds. The latest was a 
22-year-old man hit during a fight at about 
12:45 a - m - Saturday at 77 N. Michigan Ave. 

At the close of the Taste on Sunday, 
volunteers from the Greater Chicago 
Food Depository were expected to collect 


an unprecedented 5,500 pounds of unused 
food from event booths. The collection, 
which has followed the Taste for more 
than 10 years, would be distributed to 600 
soup kitchens, pantries and shelters across 
Cook County, said Bob Dolgan, director 
of communications for the depository 
“It’s just a very, very positive way for 
everybody in our community to share in 
the great celebration of food at the Taste 
of Chicago,” Dolgan said.

Brown was carrying a checkbook 
and jewelry stolen in the burglary, and 
he admitted riding in the car that hit 
Freeman’s vehicle, Bond said. Police are 
investigating who was driving the SUV.

Cubs set franchise 
record with All-Star 
haul; Sox to send 
Crede, Quentin

ST. LOUIS With a franchise-record seven All-Stars on 
the National League squad, the Cubs have a chance to 
help themselves secure home-field advantage in the 
World Series. 

“Let’s hope we win,” said Kerry Wood, who was 
named as a reliever after being chosen as a starter in 
2003. “We may have a chance to benefit from that 
later this year.” 

Of course, the Cubs have to get there first, and they 
haven’t done so since 1945. 

But with rookies Geovany Soto and Kosuke 
Fukudome in the starting lineup and with Wood, 
Carlos Zambrano and Ryan Dempster in the bullpen, 
Aramis Ramirez on the bench and the injured Alfonso 
Soriano in a probable cheerleading role, the Cubs will 
be represented well at Yankee Stadium. 

“Seven out of 31,” manager Lou Piniella said. “That’s 
a nice number.” 

The previous Cubs record was six All-Stars, in 1936 
and ’88. It’s also the first time in club history that 
three pitchers have been named to the team and the 


first time since 1937 the Cubs have had three players in 
the starting lineup. Catcher Gabby Hartnett, second 
baseman Billy Herman and outfielder Frank Demaree 
started that year. 

As for the White Sox, third baseman Joe Crede and 
outfielder Carlos Quentin were chosen for the first 
time, and Jermaine Dye is on the fans’ Internet ballot. 

The Cubs players were overjoyed by the selections, 
particularly Dempster, who may have broken the 
record for use of the word “awesome” in a two-minute 
span after being named on the players’ ballot with 
Ramirez and Wood. 

Fukudome, a four-time All-Star in Japan, said he 
was honored and surprised that the fans thought 
enough of him to vote him in as a starter in his first 
season in the majors. Since Soriano is unlikely to play 
while recovering from his broken hand, Fukudome 
might play center field between Milwaukee’s Ryan 
Braun and a sub for Soriano. 

“I’d be happy to play anywhere in the outfield, and 
I’m looking forward to having some fun,” Fukudome 
said through a translator.

Nadal unseats Federer 


Rafael Nadal, grass stains on his white 
shirt and a Spanish flag tucked under 
his arm, scampered through the Centre 
Court stands to celebrate his first Wim- 
bledon title with hugs and handshakes. 

Roger Federer sat in his changeover 
chair, protected from the night’s chill by 
his custom-made cream cardigan with 
the gold “RF” on the chest. Alone with 
his thoughts, alone with the knowledge 
that he had come so close to becom- 
ing the first man since the 1880s to win 
a sixth consecutive championship at the 
All England Club. 

Two points from victory, the No. i- 
ranked Federer couldn’t pull it out, 
instead succumbing to No. 2 Nadal 6-4, 
6-4, 6-7 (5), 6-7 (8), 9-7 Sunday night in 


a 4-hour, 48 -minute test of wills that was 
the longest men’s final in Wimbledon 
history— and quite possibly the greatest. 

Even Nadal felt sympathy for Federer. 

“I am very happy for me,” Nadal said, 
“but sorry for him, because he deserved 
this title too.” 

Through rain, wind and descend- 
ing darkness, the two greatest players 
of their generation swapped spectacu- 
lar shots, until, against a slate sky, Nadal 
earned the right to fling his racket aside 
and collapse on his back, champion of 
the All England Club at last. 

“Is impossible to explain what I felt 
in that moment, no?” Nadal said after 
accepting the golden trophy that has 
belonged to Federer since 2003. 


Venus wins Williams battle 

Forget the wins, the losses, the strug- 
gles. Everything changes when Venus 
Williams steps onto the manicured lawns 
of the All England Club. 

The 28-year-old American won her 
fifth Wimbledon singles title Saturday, 
showing once again that she seems able 
to unleash something special in herself 
at key moments during the grass-court 
Grand Slam tournament. 

“When I get here I feel like it’s a differ- 
ent ball game, no matter what my results 
were, good or bad, in the beginning,” Wil- 
liams said Sunday in an interview at the 
All England Club.

George Michael is not a whiskey-swilling 
geezer like Keith Richards or a rebellious 
bohemian like Thom Yorke. 

He’s a well-groomed, gra- 
cious man of means whose 
favorite topic of discus- 
sion is the domestic bliss 
he shares with his long- 
time partner, Kenny Goss, 
in mansions filled with fine 
art and Labradors. Although 
he has faced down his share 
of scandals, Michael’s music still sig- 
nals frothy good times. It doesn’t cause 
riots; it inspires people to dance. 

Yet the 44-year-old star is, in his own 
way, a pop outlaw At the very least, he’s 
complicated. 

“It’s almost required with major artists 
that there’s some duality” he says. ‘And I’ve 
got duality everywhere.” 

The “Twenty Five Live” tour, which 
comes to Chicago on Wednesday, needed 
to be amazing, Michael said, because it’s 
not only his first major foray into arenas in 
17 years— but it’s also his last. But he’s not 
retiring. He has many plans. They just don’t 
involve being part of the pop machine. 

“I’ve written a whole body of work that 


I’m incredibly proud of,” he said about his 
quarter-century of hits. “I’ve achieved what 
every artist wants, which is that some of 
their work will outlive them. But 
there are other things I can do 
with my money and my ideas, 
without my being center stage.” 

“There’s very little you can do 
in pop music anymore,” he con- 
tinued, saying that what music 
he makes next probably will be 
distributed freely on the Inter- 
net. “There are things that I 
think I see in society— the nature of being 
gay is that you are forced to challenge the 
general perception, otherwise you have to 
accept that something is wrong with you. 
Maybe that gives gay men the perspective 
that many have turned into art. And maybe 
I can do that in ways that will continue to 
make my life constructive.” 

This is George Michael now: outspo- 
ken, self-assured, carrying around his share 
of beefs after so long in the spotlight, but 
open to the unknown. 

Michael might seem like an unlike- 
ly champion of serious-mindedness. As 
the creative half of the gorgeously coiffed 
1980s pop duo Wham! he was derided 
as the anti-punk, a decadent purveyor of 


meaningless fluff Yet even as Wham! prof- 
ited from hedonistic hits such as “Wake Me 
Up Before You Go Go,” Michael practiced 
progressive politics; the group participated 
in the miner’s strike benefits that were the 
left’s cause celebre (though they were crit- 
icized for lip-syncing) and Wham! was the 
first Western pop group to play in commu- 
nist China. 

“Faith” was one of Michael’s first hits 
post-Wham! as he entered the career phase 
most strongly marked by an internalized 
split. He mastered his image and his music 
but struggled with his sexual identity, 
releasing daring songs about love and sex 
while keeping his own desires in the closet. 

Hits like “Father Figure” and “Jesus to a 
Child” tapped into the gay experience of 
the past two decades, transporting that 
community’s story to the mainstream. 
“Freedom ’90” was a pride anthem long 
before Michael actually came out. 

“He’s still one of the most important 
gay musicians alive, if not one of the most 
important musicians alive,” said Corey 
Scholibo, entertainment editor of the 
Advocate. ‘And my opinion is that the gay 
community, though very harsh to judge 
when one is in the closet, is also very quick 
to accept once you’re out of the closet.”

Big hair a big deal again

Just when you thought all ’80s fashion revivals had 
run their course, big hair is back. Just look at Ange- 
lina Jolie on the cover of July’s Vanity Fair (right) and 
Sarah Jessica Parker in the “Sex 
and the City” movie poster to see 
that the chic set is turning up the 
volume. The man who gives Jolie, 

Anne Hathaway and the Victoria’s 
Secret models their big, beautiful 
hair is celebrity stylist Ted Gibson. 

Last week, he took a few moments 
at his New York salon to show read- 
ers how to go over- the- top sexpot or 
just add a little Giselle to your sum- 
mer look. 

His step-by-step process is less 
complicated than it may seem, but 
it requires a few key products: a 
blow-dryer, some hair spray— and 
remember hot rollers? 

Start at the root 

» Cleanly divide your hair into five even sections (hair 
can start wet or dry). 

» Apply a volumizing product to the scalp where each 
section is divided. Gibson favors his product, called 
Build It. “It's about building volume without the weight.” 


» Apply a light, controlling gel all over the hair. Gibson 
uses two or three pumps of Aveda’s Phomollient styl- 
ing foam, then combs through the hair with his trusty 
Mason Pearson brush. “Brushing the hair after applying 
these products will help distribute the 
product evenly.” 

» Blow-dry hair until 80 percent dry. 
» Finish by pulling the ends under 
using a round brush. “This helps get 
volume from the scalp.” 

Time for rollers 

» Once the hair is totally dry, get your 
hot rollers really hot. Wrap 2-inch sec- 
tions of hair around each roller until 
you look like a ’50s housewife. 

» Leave rollers in for 10 to 15 minutes 
or until they are completely cool. 

» After taking the rollers out, curls 
should be more waves than ringlets. 

» Then spritz a light hair spray all over the head. It 
should be a “working” hair spray, which means one 
that doesn’t get sticky or stiff. Gibson recommends his 
Beautiful Hold hair spray. 

» Throw your head over and brush out. “Make sure 
you do some back brushing,” Gibson says. “Just tease 
the hair a little at the crown, smooth down the top, and 
spray again.”
